REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 
The Office Action mailed May 3, 2007 has been received and the Examiner's comments 
carefully reviewed. Claims 1-28 are rejected. Claims 1, 8, 15 and 22 have been amended. No 
new matter has been added. The Applicants respectfully submit the following for consideration 

Objection to the Title 

The Office Action stated that the title of the invention is not descriptive and that a new 
title is required that is clearly indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. In 
response, the Applicants have amended the title as suggested by the Examiner. 

Claim Rejections 

Claims 1-28 are rejected by the Office Action under 35 USC 101 because they disclose a 
claimed invention that is an abstract idea as defined in the case In re Warmerdam, 33, F 3d 1354, 
3 1 USPQ 2d 1754 (Fed. Cir. 1994). Claims 1-7 were also rejected as they were directed to non- 
tangible embodiments. In response, the Applicants have amended the claims to address the 
rejections and respectfully request the rejections be withdrawn. 

Claims 1-28 were rejected on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type double 
patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-25 of U.S. Patent No. 7,082,376. Although the 
conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct from each other because the 
claimed invention recites similar claimed subject matter. In response, the Applicants have filed a 
terminal disclaimer to overcome the rejection. 
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Conclusion 

In view of the foregoing amendments and remarks, all pending claims are believed to be 
allowable and the application is in condition for allowance. Therefore, a Notice of Allowance is 
respectfully requested.
